I shall be in touch with you at the earliest possible date 
to arrange a time of meeting convenient to both of us. 


I am sure you are aware that claims of this nature reflect 
upon the morale of our employees - and rumors do spread - so as I 
did in the case of the complaint filed by the Reverend E, Franklin 
Jackson, I am circulating copies of both your letter and my reply 
among the employees of the Permit Control Division in order that 
they may be aware that our meeting is in the offing.

Dear Mr. England: 

Some of the employees of the Department of Motor Vehicles have called to the 
attention of ACT (Associated Community Teams) what appears to be evidence of overt 
racial discrimination practiced acainst Negro employees in your Department. 

If the facts as related to ACT by these employees aretrve, then we believe that 
your Department is in direct violation of its own pronouncements and also in direct 
violation of federal regulations covering discrimination. 


The following are facts which have been related to us: 


1. All Negroes in the Permit Control Division are required to meet 6ivil 
Service requirements. This is not true of all white employees in the Division. 


2. Two Negro employees are college graduates, the average Negro employee 
has been to college, and all Negro employees are high school graduates. There are 
white employees at higher grades who have not been to college and some white em- 
ployees who have not even finished high school. 

3. Negro employees in the Permit Control Division stay in grade on the average 
of 6 to 8 years while white employees in the Division with lower average educational 
qualifications stay in grade on the average of 1 or 2 years. 


. The Permit Control Division is accused of posting vacancies after they 
have been filled. : ie 


5. There are no Negroes in the Division in grades 9 to 12. There are three 
whites at this level. 


6. There are six whites at grades 7 and 8 and only one Negro at this level. 
7. There are eight Negroes at grades 5 and 6 and six whites. 
8. There is one. white at the GS-3 1lével and six or seven Negroes. 


9. No positions above GS-5 are posted.

We are 
sending a copy of this letter to the District of Columbia Human Relations Council 
and suggesting that they join us in a conference with you and other officials of 
your Division. We are an action group, but before we take any action in this 


matter, we believe that we should pive the Permit Control Division an opportunity 
to confirm or deny the above allegations.

Present also 
were three members of divisions under your jurisdiction who were 
victims of racial diserimination related to promotions, and who 
directly refuted your denial of prejudicial practices in the employment 
and advancement of Negroes. 


As you will recall, we pointed out that the statistics provided in a 
letter to ACT from Mr. Paul Rilling of the Human Relations Council 
were nearly identical to those derived from our observations » and did 
indeed support our conterition that there is a shocking imbalanee in the 
proportion of Negroes holding grades commensurate with their qualifica- 
tions compared to whites with similar or poorer backgrounds. 


We were surprised at and do not accept your contention that there is 
no present racial discrimination in your department but that all 
existing inequities result from past diserimination. Such a happy 
though unlikely condition would indeed make your department unique 
‘#mong all Federal agencies, a source of pride to the Commissioners and 
the President and extremely popular among Negro employees. You will 
certainly admit that this is not the ease. 


Let us therefore, seriously and honestly move to the business of 
identifying the areas, persons and circumstances responsible for illegal 
procedures and non-adherenee to the numerous Executive and Commissioners 
orders which prohibit racial bigotry in the employment and advancement 
of Negro employees. 
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We insist that you then take immediate and positive measures to eliminate 
these practices, setting short range target dates as done for any other 
serious program. 

We will make another analysis of the racial situation in your department 
within 90 days. We would also appreciate within that time a revised 

and current employment and promotional breakdown by race, similar to 

but more comprehensive than that furnished by Mr. Rilling on 

March 23 S 1965.

Ll have read with much interest your comments about the tragic passe 
ing of Mary Etheredge and of the schedyjed qngetjy/ today to plan action 
against “welfare injustices". As & Negi {| tuer forted te rear her chile 
dren elone and gradually being drivén to 


he poverty line as surely as 
Mary Etheredge, 1 am sick of sewing the tragedy of Negro Life and living 
exploited for propaganda purposes. Detached from the complenity of for- 
ves which denied Mary Ztheredge a chance, as it 13 doing to the rest of 
us helpless and abused Negro mothers, the lamenting over Mary sounds suse 
piciously like «a chorus of paid mourners of the Middle Ages. 


The test of the commmity's concern for Mary Etheredge is not what 
they say over her dead body but the courage they exemplify tn identi fy- 
ing and fighting the forees which brought her and MS surely bringing 
others of our group « deserted, merriage relations valved or annulled 
by the courts, unwed and despised- to a untimely death. It is not 
mevely that thie mother is dead which is so ead but that a whole sec- 
tor of Negro women constituting.a kind of third force in this the Capi- 
tal of the Western World ae ying as she hae dled, Not merely 
because of “welfare injustices" but because we are under the heel of 
the powerful and popular who insist@ upon speaking for us without speske 
ing to ws of what it is that bothers us - what there is which prevents 
us from raising our offspring as human beings in this community. 


To simplify things by making the “welfare agencies” and Senator 
Byrd the whipping bey ~ the target « of sll the propaganda of the 
other gubity forces temporarily confuses the issues and for the mo~ 
ment lets the real @ppressers off the hook. First, may it be noted 
that the end toward which the Negro mother with her brood strives 
in this land of slenty is met a life at the “welfare” trough, but 
a place in this economy as a recognized producer and rightful con~- 
gunex at least commensurate with the economic advantages enjoyed 
by those who arrived long after our slave forejears had laid the 
foundation of this great country in their blood, sweat and tears. 
Wey Negro mothers, wed or unwed, will never be satisfied until we 
ave peraltted to enjoy the sane personal dignity as other mothers 
in this comewnd ty. 
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As a vietim of the Nation's Capital 'gsurning its back on me as my 
children as certainly as it did on Mary, insist that the issue is not 
what the “welfare agencies” did or failed to do in response to Mary's 
pleas for sustenance or survival but why was she forced into the ¢con- 
dition in the first place? Why ere thousands of ethers Like her slow+ 
ly being driven to the sane fate? This is the question which must be 
answered by all henest persons.At least it should be faced if you are 
sincere. We need ask ourselves if we have not entered « period which 
other less fortunate nations experience’, before their collective tre- 
gedies,when the rich become richer whalc the poor become poorer. 
This is the meaning of Mary's d sath. 


Specifically it needs be tmow and “he condition countered that 
the haves, including many who <.arch elsewhere for Negro freedon , endorse 
ox participate in the dewials of freedom back home north of the Potomac 
River « that the courts of this the Nation's capital boldly uphold 
the actions of those who confiscate Negro earings and properties 
tuming over to those already living In luxury a5 surely as has 
been the case in the deepest southland. Moreover, Negro family life 
is impossible with the current operations of the divorce racket and 
the impossibility to ebtain counselm for actual defense of victimized 
mothers and needy children from fathers and husbands who could provide 
food and dignity even tn the broken homes. The instability of the 
Negro family is further compounded by the below-level-of-subsi stence 
wages paid the men of our group coupled with the forces of economi 
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What it adda 'Up'to, Rev. Moore,is an insidious form of slavery 
more dastardly than that wy Borebears experienced before tha Eman 
cipationsfor a mother such as Mary would never have been turned into 
the pasture to starve twt,es a breeder,would have been cared for and 
protected from untimely deathSand her children not representing a 
surplus a6 now,would have been reared with the slave market in mind 
to work and find their place in the economy. But not today, fn this 
age of authnation, where others less deserving than us enjoy peace 
and plenty 4 we are unvented ~ a surplus in the lend of our heritage.

Dear Rev. Moore: 


I have read with much interest your comments about the tragic passing 
of Mary Etheredge and of the scheduled meeting Eogay to Bae action against 
“welfare injustices". As an enemployed Negro mothe. fore ¢@ to » 2s her child- 
ren alone and gradually being driven to the poverty ‘Line as surely as Mary 
Etherede, I am sick of seeing the tragedy of Negro life and living exploited 
for propaganda purposes. Detached from the complexity of forces which denied 
Mary Etheredge a chance, as it is doing to the rest of us helpless and abused 
Negro mothers, the lamenting over Mary sounds suspiciously like a chorus of 
paid mourners of the Middle Ages. 


The test of the community's concern for Mary Etheredge is not what they 
say over her dead body but the courage they exemplify in identifying and fight~- 
ing the forces which brought her and are surely bringing others of our group 
to an untimely death, It is not merely that this mother is dead which is so 
sad but that a whole sector of Negro women constituting a kind of third force 
in this the capital of the Western World is dying as she has died, not merely 
because of "welfare injustices" but because we are under the heel "of the pow- 
erful and popular who insist upon speaking for us without speaking to us of 
what it is that bothers us, what there is which prevents us from raising our 
offspring as human beings in this community. 


To simplify things by making the "welfare agencies" and Senator Byrd the 
whipping boy, the target, of all the propaganda of the other guildy forces 
temporarily confuses the issue and for the moment lets the real oppressors 
off the hook, First, may it be noted that the end toward which the Negro 
mother with her brood strives in this land of plenty is not a life at the 
"welfare" trough but a place in this economy as a recognized producer and 
rightful consumer at least commensurate with the economic advantages enjoyed 
by those who arrived long after our slave forbears had laid the foundations 
of this great country in their blood, sweat and tears. We Negro mothers, 
wed or unwed, will never be satisfied until we are permitted to enjoy the same 
personal dignity as other mothers in this community. 


As a victim of the Nation's Capital's turning its back on me as certain- 
ly as it did on Mary, I insist that the issue is not what the "welfare agen- 
cies" did or failed to do in response to Mary's pleas for sustenance or sur- 
vival but why was she forced into the condition in the first place? Why are 
thousands of others, ike her slowly being driven to the same fate? This is 
the question which must be answered by all honest persons. At least it sheuld 
be faced if you are sincere. We need ask ourselves if we have not entered 
a period which other less fortunate nations experienced before their collect- 
ive tragedies, when the rich become richer while the poor become poorer. 

This is the meaning of Mary's death, 
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Specifically it needs be known and the condition countered that the haves 
-including many who march elsewhere for Negro freedom-endorse or participate 
in the denials of freedom back home north of the Patomac River, that the courts 
of this the Nation's Capital boldly uphold the actions of those who confiscate 
Negro earnings and properties, turning them over to those already living in 
luxury as surely as has been the case ittKe deepest southland, Moreover, 
Negro family life is impossible with the current operations of the divorce 
racket and the impossibility of obtaining counsel for actual defense of vic- 
timized mothers and needy children from fathers and husbands who could provide 
food and dignity even in the broken homes. The instability of the Negro fam- 
ily is further compounded by the below level-of-subsistence wages paid the 
men of our group coupled with forces of ecomic extraction ranging all the way 
from garnishments by the courts to stimulants forced upon the men, which rob 
them even before they can get home with their earnings. 


What it adds up to, Rev. Moore, is an insidious form of slavery more das- 
tardly than that my forebears experienced before the Euan:ipatic.u; “or a mother 
such as Mary would never have been turned into the pasture to starve but, as 
a breeder, would have been cared for and protected from untimely death; and 
her children, not representing a Surplus as now, would have been reared with 
the slave market in mind to work and find their place in the echmny. But not 
today, In this age of automation, where others less deserving than us enjoy 
peace and plenty, we are unwanted-a surplus ithe land of our heritage, 


Rev. Moore, I believe that I speak for that great mass of unorganized 
mothers, deserted, unwed, abused by the courts and exploited by society, when 
I warn that we cannot be expected to discipline our coming generation of youth 
to accept the crumbs from "welfare" as the ecomic level toward which we strive. 
If this is understood then the crime, the hold-ups, the assaults perpetrated 
upon the innocent may be meaningfully interpreted. If you but understood and 
appreciated the extent the courts themselves break the law with impunity, 
you would then come to understand why youths do not respect that law. Some- 
thing must be done now, or tomorrow we may look back and recall the collective 
community hostility,as witnessed in such attacks,as a seething cold war. Yes, 
Mary's death must sound a warning of all these things. If not, she has cer- 
tainly died in vain in spite of the mourning at her bier. 


If you and others,like yourself (certainly those brave sould who so nobly 
defied Alabama law) determined that Mary shall not have died in vain, are as 
genuine as I wish to think you are, then you will not limit your discussions 
today to crumbs from the "welfare" trough but will discuss survival and dig- 
nity for the forgotten and exploited Negro mothers and children of this city. 
You will insist that this economy make plans for absorption of our takent and 
skill,and that at a living wage. You will get the gougers off our backs and 
fight the courts here, as you fought ¢hem in Alabama, against the charged 
pattern of ruling in favor of the rich and powerful and against the poor and 
helpless. You will lend your services toward the seeking out and preparing of 
counsel for the defense of all those abused kex by collusion of the forces 
of the legal profession, You will encourage the development of manhood among 
our men (rather than seek political advancement at the expense of the Negro 
community)that all the husbands of the Marys may stand in dignity beside their 
women instead of leading a life as floaters as indifferent as "studs" in the 
Slave period. Yes, Rev. Moore, you must help us overcome the crippling efcect 
of the slave culture and utilize your community influence, as you did in Ala- 
bama so recently, to get the leeches off our backs, 
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Today, 1965, we Negro mothers and children are crying out , as Grandma 
related to me her mother implored Sherman on his famous march to sea to li- 
berate her and her children. I refuse to believe that you, who have as much 
power now as Sherman, as Ulysses S, Grant, as the Emancipator Abe Lincoln, 
will not respond with the concern for us today that they showed for my for- 


bears, 


In closing I wish to repeat Lincoln st Gettysburg, November 19, 1863, 
at the dedication of that famous battleground, reminding you who join the 
mourners of Mary Etheredge saying for her what she was never permitted in life 
to say for herself: "It is for us the living, rather, to be dedicated here to 
the unfinished work which they who fought here have thus far so nobly advanced. 
It is rather for us to be here dedicated to the great task remaining before 
‘us-that from these honored dead we take increased portant that cause for 
which they gave the last full measure of devotion-that we here highly resolve 
that these dead shall not have died in vain--that this nation, under God, skakl 
MRA- shall have a new birth of freedom--and that goveri:me:.t of tue people, by 
the people, for the people, shall not perish from the earth." 


Now Lincoln has warned; the rest is up to those who have the power to 
do something, and that "something" is as urgent and necessary here as in Ala- 
bama; and those who refuse to undertake the task are as guilty as Governor 
Wallace or even more so, for many, like Judas Ascariot, know better. Finally 
may it be noted that Negro mothers view with contempt the patronizing concern 
of those who plead for more mental Klealth centers and expansion of oppor tun- 
ities for those so-called insane. Denounding those who present the facts 
without embelishment as insane is as old as history and included even Christ. 
We say, Damn more “welfare! We demand our stake in the economy.

I hope the following 
answers to your specific questions will be helpful. 


1. A local board directing the Community Action 
Program must comply with the terms of the 
Economic Opportunity Act of 1964, which defines, 
in part, a "community action program" in 
Section 202 wf Titlé If as being one /%.\ which 
is developed, conducted, and administered with 
the maximum feasible participation of residence 
of the areas and members of the group served . 


2. The Board of Trustees of the United Planning 
Organization was appointed in December of 1962, 
to direct the activities of the non-profit 
community agency. Membership on the Board of 
Trustees was by Presidential appointment, 
representatives of Metropolitan Government 
bodies, and Health and Welfare agencies, and 

~ representation of a cross-section of the civic, 
economic and social community structure. The 
latter, of course, is the central point in 
Count 10 of your case now before the U. S. 
District Court. I'm sure that case will answer 
this question.

The activities of the United Planning Organization 
since 1962 were in an active program to combat 
poverty in the Cardozo area, the planning and 
implementation of programs by the President's 
Committee on Juvenile Delinquency and other 
programs funded by the Ford Foundation. In 
November, 1964, this organization was designated 
to continue its program in the War on Poverty, and 
to expand it for the total community. A grant 
from the Office of Economic Opportunity to perform 
this responsibility was awarded in December, 1964. 


The final decisions made by the Board of Trustees 
of the United Planning Organization in matters 
relating to the Economic Opportunity Act are 
approved by the Office of Economic Opportunity. 

Of course, we have no authority to approve programs 
funded by other sources involved in the United 
Planning Organization Program. 


The conduct of business by the Board of Trustees 
of United Planning Organization is an internal 
matter, especially as it relates to open and 
closed business sessions. 


Again, I'm sure this question will be answered 
in the final adjudication in the case, ACT 
versus UPO. 


The Equal Opportunity Act of 1964 is designed to 
eliminate the paradox of poverty in this nation 
by providing the opportunity for education and 
training, the opportunity to work, and the 
opportunity to live in decency and dignity. It 
is the belief that this can be achieved best 
when there is maximum feasible involvement of 

the people to be served at all levels of develop- 
ment in the War on Poverty.

Dear Mr. Hobson: 


At my direction, Mr. Paul M. Rilling of the Commissioners! 
Council on Human Relations, and Mr. William Quinn, Liaison Representa- 
tive for the Department of Motor Vehicles, have investigated the allegations 
of possible reprisals against Mr. James K. Ward, noted in your letter of 
April 14 to Commissioner Tobriner. 


The following information was developed on the basis of the 
concerns raised in your letter: 


1. The March 29 hearing was a regular departmental hearing 
set up to review Mr. Easton's application for reinstatement of his operator's 
permit. Such hearings are held by the thousands every year and are quite 
routine. As far asIcan determine, it was not known that Mr. Ward had any 
connection with this hearing until Mr. Easton made certain accusations in- 
volving Mr. Ward during the course of the hearing. At this point, Mr. Ward 
was asked into the hearing room only to enable him to face Mr. Easton and 
hear his accusations. It is departmental policy to always permit the em- 
ployees involved to hear such allegations first-hand. 


A review of the transcript of the hearing of March 29 has been 
made; and it seems to substantiate the claim of the Department that Mr. Ward 
was advised fully concerning his rights, including his right to make no state- 
ments whatever. Mr. George A. England, Director of the Department of Motor 
Vehicles, notes further that he discussed the matter with Mr. Ward, inform- 
ing him of his rights, and that he accompained Mr. Ward to the hearings. 

The matters involved in Mr. Easton's claims are currently under investiga- 
tion by the Department. 
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Iam unable to find evidence of reprisals in the circumstances 
surrounding the hearing. 


2. Concerning the allegation that Mr. Birdsong has been 
harassing Mr. Ward, checking the trash for his memo!s, etc., I can 
only say that Mr. Birdsong denies this allegation, and we are not able 
to check it further unless there is more information that might bear on 
the matter. 


3, Itis true that Mr. Eugene Alber requested Mr. Willie 
Davis! supervisor to restrict his contacts with Mr. Ward. It is main- 
tained that this action was intended solely to prevent too much distraction 
during working hours. It is true that similar actions have been taken 
involving a number of employees, white and Negro, where the Department 
has felt that too much attention was being given to outside matters. Mr. 
Ward's unit is not under Miss Mary Silver's supervision, and she was not, 
apparently, involved in Mr, Alber's action. This type of action by a 
supervisor is quite common throughout District Government, and I have 
not been able to determine that any reprisal action was involved in this 
matter. In any event, I think you would like to know that reprisals are 
very much against the rules and policies of all Government. The Depart- 
ment informs me that it will definitely not tolerate such. 


Your letter also states that Mr. Ward feels that he has been 
subjected to threats by his immediate supervisor. We have not been able 
to develop any information on this, but we would be happy to follow-up 
any more specific data that you may have on this matter. 


lam aware that we may not have been able to learn the full 
facts of this situation. But Mr. England assures me that he will see that 
justice is done in this case and that there will be no reprisal actions. 
He also knows that this is the policy of the Commissioners. We stand 
ready to look into these matters more fully on the basis of any additional 
information. Mr. Rilling or Mr. Quinn are prepared to talk with you or 
Mr. Ward about these matters at any time. Mr. England also assures 
me that his offer to you of a general conference is still open. 


Mr. Rilling advises me that you will be hearing from him 
shortly regarding your general concerns about possible discrimination 
with the Department.

The enclosed newspaper items are about the cases of three members of the 
Metropolitan Police Department who appeared before the police trial board under 
charges of making false statements in connection with arrests and stolen property 
cases. 


One case involved two white policemen who were proven to have made false 
statements in connection with the arrest of two Negro men in the company of a white 
woman. 


In another case a Negro plainclothesman was charged with making an un- 
truthful statement to the grand jury in a case involving the recovery of stolen 
property. 


If the newspaper stories are correct, these cases are riddled with racial 
overtones, The arrest of the Negro men, and the final dismissal of the Negro plain- 
clothesman call for some outside investigation and evaluation of the facts that lead 
to differential treatment for similar offenses. 


These cases also lend substance to the argument that police departments 
cannot be trusted to try themselves. As a long standing member of the Chief's Com- 
mittee on Police Commmity Relations, and lecturer at the Police Institute, I have 
stressed the need for objective outside investigations in cases of this nature. I 
therefore, respectfully request that the Community Relations Service make inquiry 
about this matter, aimed at seeing that justice is done.

Dear Mr. Editor: 


I would like to take issue with the "news" story entitled "Black Power 
Group Goal High Politics", appearing on page A-2 of the July 9 issue of the Post. 
It is typical of what eenenne to be your policy of placing editorial comment in a 
straight news story. If this is not Post policy it must then be labeled wishful 
thinking on the part of Post editors. In either case, in the interest of competent 
journalism --if not of Tair play-- such editoralizing should be so labeled. 


' You report that "leaders of such well-established groups as the NAACP and | 
the Urban League discount such race-conscious appeals" as the "black power concept,’ 
adding that these leaders "believe that there is little sustained support for this 
concept in Negro communities". 


I challenge you to identify and directly quote these "leaders". I challenge 
you to draw them out into open and free debate--if you can. Any leader voicing these 
sentiments will be in serious conflict with the true mood of the times. They know it, 
and that is why they will never permit you the privilege of honest reporting and will 
force you always behind a gray curtain of non-attribution.” 


But. there are signs of the times which your reporter could have heeded. Only 
last week at the CORE convention, my former chief, James Farmer, voiced precisely the 
black political concept. Other groups in Washington and elsewhere in the nation are 
pressing for black self-determinatinon. Indeed, Mr. Editor, the trend is to black this 
year---and growing blacker by the day. 


Your sources, the anonymous "veterans of the civil rights movement", are 
saying what they think QU want to hear. Beware: this old habit is called in some 
quarters “Uncle Tomism’; in others, survival psychology". ~ Whatever its name, before 
you heed this "veteran" counsel, discover, first, whether your unidentified sources 
are truly in touch with the end of the Me comunity You may discover, Mr. Editor, 
that your trusted sources are banned, barred, and most damning of all, unknown--in the 


ghetto. 


In your statements on ACT, you state that my"following is small", thet the 
200 "members of Washington ACT cannot be counted on for active participation. This is 
half-truth. I explained to your reporter that ACT members cannot be counted on to join 
big marches or sit-ins singing "We Shall Overcome”.

But "active participation" can and is being implemented in far more sophis- 
ticated ways which white liberal papers like the Post habitually fail to recognize. 
in its original brochure, ACT clearly states that it is not a civil rights organization in 
the classical sense but a revolutionary one in the American tradition. It has no desire 
to involve the poor in sporadic, massive demonstrations and arrests but to involve them 
daily, wherever they live, in their own neighborhoods, in articulating their frustrations 
and anguish and finally in recognizing and mobilizing their own vast latd@t power to crush 
poverty and oppression. 


If the fact that the poor see nothing glorious in going to jm@il or marching into 
clubs of brutal policemen leads you to conclude that ACT is "a flat failure in the civil 
rights field", then you evidently belong to the school of thought in the civil rights 
movement that measures the effectiveness of an organization by the size of its marches or 
frequency of its sit-ins. 


Available evidence will not support your "flat failure" label for ACT. More 
than a few people have credited ACT with having influenced the poverty program in Washing- 
ton. The Post reported ACT's suit against the United Planning Organization to force it to 
place poor people in its board. It did. There followed a nationwide dialogue on the right 
and capacity of the poor to represent themselves The Vice President of the United States, 
the Chairman of the House Committee on Rdueation! and Labor, and the Director ore vhe Office 
of Economic Opportunity all publicly declared that the poor must be represented a@¥ all 
levels of the poverty program. 


Now it may be that all. these events ese happened to take place after ACT filed 
its suit, but who can blame us for ee we triggered or hastened them in some small way? 


The present push for housing for the poor of Washington coincidentally started 
after ACT loudly protested the proposed evicition of 38 families in Southeast Washington, 
and threatened to.move them,into the District Building. UPO, which had beer informed of 
their plight weeks before, suddenly came alive and began to represent the poor in the 
Landlord and Tenant's Court, paying their back rent and helping them to relocate. Even 
the respectable and much-publicized Coalition of Conscience stopped talking long enough 
to try to pitch a tent at the District Building for one evicted family. And I read in 
your paper that a new group of ministers and civic leaders has formed to voice its tear- 
ful concern about housing for Washington's poor. 


Finally,. ACT, and ACT alone, will choose the arena in which it will wage its 
part of the fight for human rights and dignity, without regardcfor its critics---on 
-newspapers or anywhere else in the citadel of white power. But ACT wishes and never has 
failed to try to fully inform that citadel of power of its immediate and ultimate goals.

AN OPEN LETTER TO DR. MARTIN LUTHER KING 


Dear Dr. King: 


May we first state that we respect your reputation as a humanitarian 
whose vision of racial brotherhood has inspired people throughout the "free" 
world. We do not know you personally and cannot pass judgment on your 
views in regard to the issues here set forth. Our concern is for the "hosts" 
who are now entertaining you. May we extend an invitation to you to visit 
us again, avoid your present "hosts", and seek out the grassroots Washington 
community and their leaders. We are trying to communicate some facts in order 
that you may understand why there are growing misgivings about your visits out- 
side the old South. We do not question your sincerity, but if you could muster 
the courage to break through the iron curtain of "liberal" whites and success 
ful Uncle Toms, you might liberate Negroes and save the Nation, too! 


The District of Columbia is entering the second stage of the civil 
rights revolution, and we are wrestling with problems of a nature and mag- 
nitude never imagined during segregation. Without a full understanding of 
the issues which oppress Northern black communities today, you will not be - 
able to assist our. black brothers in the South in combatting a new movement . 
against us perpetrated by former slavemasters now disguised as "liberals". 


The name of the new movement is "CONTROLLED MILITANCY". Control means 
exactly what it suggests and is the newest wrinkle devised to keep the black 
man IN HIS PLACE, He who would become free must himself strike the first 
blow. The struggle should be directed by our own native black leaders. We 
will not have our fight directed (overtly or covertly) by whites. For years 
our black community has been cruelly fragmented for purposes of full exploita- 
tion, and now that sparks are beginning to fly from some of the "splinter groups", 
unseen hands are seeking to retribalize us. This is also being done in the 
Union of South Africa for the same reasonse 


Ten years ago our children were learning to read, write and spell in the 
segregated public schools. Washington was justifiably proud of the exemplary 
citizens turned out by its all black school system. Today, under "integration", 
our schools have disintegrated to NO EDUCATION for our black children under a 
discriminatory device called the Track System which is based upon the "slave 
mentality" concept of "the elect and the un~clect". The Track System is an ~ 
4nsidious ruse to deny education to "the un-elect". In our contemporary society,

"the elect and the un-elect" have become "the privileged and UNDERPRIVILEGED" . 
The Track System coupled with an unremitting stream of psychological warfare 
ground out by mass media has had a GENOCIDAL effect on our black children. 


A decade ago our black community had a considerable degree of family 
stability and community solidarity, and we had hopes of earning a stake in 
the American economy which would enable us to live as respectable human 
beings. Today, our homes lie in ruins with increasing numbers of our children 
at Junior Village or roaming the streets in "guerrilla" type gangs. These are 
the results of heroic efforts by our "Welfare" Department and our local 
Domestic Relations Court which encourages a flourishing "divorce racket". 
These institutions have been as ruinous to Negro family life as the slave 
block more than a century-ago. There has been widespread confiscation of 
properties by the courts and seizure of Negro wages, together with exploita~ 
tion in housing of some 90,000 families reported to be living under slum - 
conditions, Need we remind you that the break-up of the Negro family, the 
denial of literacy or education to Negroes, the withholding of the Negro 
laborer's earnings, and the aétive prohibition of meetings among Negroes 
ONLY guaranteed slavery for centuries? Dr. King, we feel that in the future 
you would profit by taking counsel from your Northern black brothers. Thus, 
you could warn your Southern followers before they are overtaken by the 
thieves who have stripped us of our rainments, wounded us, and departed 


leaving us only half alive as they travel from "Jerusalem (segregation) to 
Jericho (integration)". ‘ | 


These are the issues we want to discuss with you, and this is why you 
should meet your Northern black brothers who have been imprisoned ana 
suffered economic reprisals for demanding their rights, and whose children 
have been failed in school as retaliation because their parents asserted 
their right to equal opportunity for an education in this land of freedom. 
Certainly you should not meet with our responsible Congressional leaders, 
before whom we have already laid our problems, without first asking us 
whether you may speak for us. 


The slumlords, the saboteurs of public education, the corruptors of 
the orderly processes of the courts know what they are doing and your 
appearance here without speaking out against them and against the black 
Uncle Toms who acquiese to then gives the "green light" for continuance 
of their practices. It is more than a disservice for imported leaders 


to speak out on any aspects of the issues involved: without first getting 
all the facts.

After many years of working with the Metrolitan Police Department 
of the District of Columbia I have concluded that nothing of real 
significance has been done to deal with acts of police brutality 
and discourtesy continually being perpetrated against the poor 
Negroes of this community. | 
For the past year, I have lectured at the police training sessions 
and served on the Chief's Committee. At every opportunity I have 
reported to the Department cases of real brutality, particularly 
in Precincts 9, 10 and 13. In case after case the Department, 
aided by Ruth Rates Harris of the Human Relations Council, has 
swept these protests aside. furthermore, during my lectures 

to the police trainees, I, like all the speakers, was forbidden 

to discuss specific cases of brutality or even to mention spe- 
eific precincts. 


The Police Community Relations Division has done no more than talk 
to middle class community leaders whom they depend upon to do 
exactly what Rev. Edward Hailes of the NAACP did last wednesday 
night in the Tenth Precinct: stand between the police and a legit- 
imately protesting and outraged communi tye 


ACT has had police-watching squads out in Precincts 9, 10 and 135 
for the last year. I have repeatedly warned the Department and 
District officials of mounting tension and the possibility of riots 
as a result of daily police provocations in these three precincts. 


ACT has distributed some 15,000 police conduct reports in these 
precincts, and the first returns indicate overwhelming ghetto 
resentment against the Police Department, ACT has explained 
repeatedly that the police image is not what some self-styled 
Negro leader says it is but what ghetto people believe it to be. 
Barly returns show many cases of actual abusive and occasional 
brutal police action during the last three months in Precincts 

9, 10 and 13. ‘These incl unnecessary arrests, search and sie- 
gure without warrants, excessive roughness in making arrests, 

and outright brutality practised with the full knowledge of 

the precinct captains. At Precint 10 my inquiries about several 
eases were met with excuses and evasions. Again, in cases in which 
ACT mombers were witnesses, arresting officers lied outright about 
how the arrests were made.

1965, tendering your resignation from the Chief's Advisory Committee 
and severing your contacts with the Police Department. 


In response, I would want you to know that I do not share 
the pessimism expressed in your letter concerning police community 
tions in the District of Columbia. The programs now in force within 
the Department, as well as those of the District of Columbia Government 
will, I em certain, further the progress already made. 


I, as you know, did not participate in the selection of the 
members of the Chief's Advisory Committee at the time it was organized 
but after my appointment to office and in meetings with this Committee 
I have found it to be a Committee with a broad base and representative 
of many varied interests of the Community. I have welcomed comments 
end expressions from any and all of those representatives, including 
yourself, in the interest of better understanding. I would also want 
you to know that the Director of our Police Academy informs me that 
your lectures and discussions as a member of the panel in our Community- 
Relations curriculum stimulated exchanges of views among members of the 


classes and panelists which all felt were useful and beneficial. 


Our efforts have been directed toward bringing about a 
better understanding between the community and the police and in esteh- 
lishing and maintaining lines of communication through representative 
members of the community. 
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I am, therefore, disappointed that you feel disposed to 
sever your connections with the Police Department and the Chief's 
Committee. If this represents your considered judgment, your letter 
will be presented at the next meeting of the Chief's Advisory Committee 
on September 28, 1965, but, if, upon further reflection your position 
may be altered I shall be pleased to hear from you prior to that date.

i. the proposed resolution, submitted 
by Rev. Jack Duffy, which would call 
for assurances that, before a business 
firm or government agency relocates 
in the metropolitan area, all of its 
employees are assured of the opportunity 
to live near their place of employment; 


2. The role we and our constituent groups 
can play in critically analyzing the 
proposed 1985 Plan; 


3. Following up on the Training School 
Site issue. To this end we might con- 
sider the designation of a small 
"watch-dog" committee to keep track of 
the government's handling of the problem. 
We should also consider Anna Holden's 
. suggestion that we appoint one or more 
delegations to call on Mr. Horsky, 
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Commissioner Duke, and the Joint 
Committee on Printing, to make known 
to them the Ad Hoc Committee's views 
on this question.

The responses below are based upon my recollection of the 
record and the proceedings to date. My recollections may be imperfect, 
and it may be that you will wish to check them against whatever files, 
records and transcripts have been turned over to you by the Complainant 
or his former attorney.

Dear Commissioner Tobriner: 


As you have probably seen in the newspapers, ACT has announced its campaign for 
"Seven Days in May." The title of this campaign is misleading in that there will 
be no continuous mass action for seven days in May. Starting on May 215 965; 
after a series of street rallies which begin on Saturday, May 8, we propose to 
involve not more than a few hundred persons in a campaign designed to confront the 
city authorities in the various agencies with the grievances of the poor of 
Washington. 


To be specific, on May 2), 1965 we will assemble-about 1000 persons in Lincoln 
Park N.E. and divide these persons into three groups of equal size. One group 
will go to the main Police Headquarters on Third Street and Indiana Avenue N.W. 
to try to see the Chief of Police and voice its personal feelings and experiences 
regarding police brutality and misconduct. 


The second group will come to the main District Building and attempt to discuss 
with you and Commissioner Duncan problems of housing code enforcement, sanitation, 
rat extermination and job discrimination in the District Government. 


The third group will go to the District of Columbia Board of Education to attempt 
to discuss with Dr. Hansen various problems facing children in the pobrer neighbor- 
hood schools. 


Each group involved will have a leader who will present to you and other officials 
a list of grievances for which the people will seek redress. All of this action 
will take place between the hours of 11 a.m. and 1 pem. on May 2h, 


Contrary to the rumors and newspaper stories this action is not designed to tie 
up the District of Columbia Government. Again, it is designed to, for the first 
time, give the poor of the city a chance to present their own problems to tose 
city heads who are in position to offer some relief. No demands will be made 
which are not within the ability of the presently constituted authority to handle. 


The out-of-town people coming to join the campaign are members of National ACT and 
are lending courtesy support just as Washington ACT people have done in other cities. 
The campaign will be completely under the control of local leaders, all of whom 

are veterans of many demonstrations in this city.

The remainder of "Seven Days in May" will consist of evening street rallies 
in the various neighborhood parks. People will be encouraged at these 
rallies to contact in person, by telephone, or by letter the various city 
heads to voice their sentiments on the various social problems with which 
they are faced. 


There will be no civil disobedience, no signs carried, no songs sung and no 
sit-ins. This again is merely a confrontation of the type used when about 
25 ACT members visited the offices of Commissioner Duncan a few months agoe 


In regard to the school system parents of children attending the more run- 
down schools such as Shaw Jr. High, Hine and Garnet-Patterson will be asked 
to keep their children at home on May 2) to protest the continuation of the 
track system and the generally poor conditions prevailing at these schools. 
These children will not be asked to join the groups confronting the city 
fathers. This campaign is not designed to attract thousands of people. 

For our purposes more than two-to three hiindred in each group would be 
unwieldy. — 


I felt that in the light of your cooperation with efforts designed to 
bring about better social conditions in the city I should at least let you 
know exactly what we have in mind. These are. our plans, newspaper and 
television stories to the contrary notwithstanding. 


I will be glad to discuss the details of our proposed action with any city 
official.
